¶ AProclamation for the authorizing of an Uniformiry of 
the book of Common Prayer, to be uſed throughout 
the Realm. 


Lthough it cannot be unknown to Dur Subjects by the foꝛ. 
mer Declarations Me have publithed, what Dur purpoles 
and pꝛoctedings have beene in matters of Religionkince Dux 
coming to this Crown: Pet the lame being now by Us re⸗ 
duced to a let tled toꝛme, e have occaſion to repeat ſomewhat 
of that which hath paſled : And now at Dur very firſt entry 
Tu ito the Realm, being entertained and impoꝛtuned with In⸗ 

formattons of ſundzy Mintſters, complaining of the ercozs 
— nnd imperfections of the Churck here. as well in matter of 
Doctctne, as of Diccipline : Although We hab no reaſon to pieſumt that things 
were ſo farre amiſſe, as was pzetended, becauſe We had ſcen the Kingdome under 
that fozra of Religion which by Law was eſtabliived in the datcs of the late Queen 
of famous memozy, bleutd with a peace and p2oſperity , both extraozdfnary an d of 
many peeres continuance (a {trong evidence that God was therewith well pleaſed) 
Pet becauſe the impoztunity of the Complaine:s was great, their affirmations ve. 
gement. and the zeal wherewfth the lame did ſeem tobe accompanied, very ſpecious: 
Wee were mooved thereby to make it Dur octalionto diſcharge that duty which is 
the chieleſt of all Ringly duties, That is, to ſettlc the affairs uf Religton, and the 
let vice of God befoze their own. Which, white We were in hand to doe, as the con · 
tagton of the lickeneſfle reigning in Dur Citic of London and other places, would 
permit an aſſembly ofperſons meet fo2 that purpoſe; Somt ot thole who miſtixed 
the ſtate of Religion hett eftabliſhed,pzcſuming mozeof Dur Intents then ever Me 
gave them cauſe to doe, and tranſ{pozted with humour , began ſuch pzocecdings , as 
Ad rather raiſe a ſcandal! in the Church, then take offence away. Fo: both they uſed 
Foꝛmes of publiqueſcrving of God nothere allowed , beld aſſemblies without Au · 
. did other things carying a very apparent ſhew of Sedition , moꝛe then 
of zeal : whom Ie reſtrained by 


a fozmer Pꝛoclamation in the monethof October 
laſt, and gaveintimation of the Conference We intended'o be bad with as much 


(peed asconvenſently could be, fe ordtringok thoſe things of the Church which ac⸗ 


coꝛdingly followed in the montth of January laſt at Dur Honour of Hampton Ccuit, 
where befoze Dar Selfe , and Dur 


2{vie Conncill were aſſembled many of the 
graveſt BiHops and Pꝛelates of the Realm, and many othei leaned men, as well 
of thoſethat are con foꝛmable to the ſtate of the Chutch eſtabliched, as ol thaſt that 
diſſented. Among whom, what Dur paints were, what Dur patience in heating 
and replying , and what the indifferencieand up2ightnifle of Dur judgement in 
determining, We leave to the rrpozt of thoſe who heard the ſame, contenting © ur 
Selk with the ſinceritie of Dur own heart therein, But TAre cannot conceal, that 
the Cucceſſe of that Conference was (uch, as happencth to many other tyings,which 
moving great expectation befoze they be entred into, in their flue pꝛoduct malt 
effects. Fo: We found mighty and vehement Inkoꝛmatlone ſuppoꝛted with co weak 
and fender p2oofes , as it appeateth unto Us and our Countill that there was

pole, and fo} a great advancement of godlineſſe. Foz they ſo oꝛder⸗ 
ed the matter, that all the whole Bible (02 the greateſt part there» 
of) ſhould be read over once every ere: intending thereby,thatthe 
Clergy, and ſpecially ſuchas were Miniſters of the congregation, 
ſhould (by often reading and meditation of Gods woꝛd) bee ſtirred 
up togodlineſſe themſelves, and be moze able to exhoꝛt others by 
wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to 
the erueth. And further, that the people, by dayly hearing of holy 
Scripture read in the Church, ſhould continually p2ofit moze and 
mo2e in the knowledge of God, and bee the moze inflamed withthe 
love of his true religion. But theſe manp peeres paſſed, this god⸗ 
ly and decent ozder of the auncient lathers hath been ſo altered, bꝛs⸗ 
ken, and negletted, by planting in uncertain Stozies, Legends, 
Reſponds,Uerſes, vain repetitions, Commemozations, and Sp⸗ 
novals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible was begunne, 
befo2e thꝛee 02 foure Chapters were read out, all the reſt were un 
read. And in this ſozt, the book of Eſai was begun in Advent, 
and the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima : but they were onely 
begun, and never read thzough. After like ſozt were other books 
otholp Scripture uſcd. And mozeover , whereas S. Paul would 
yave ſuch language ſpoken to the people inthe Church , as they 
might underſtand and have pjofit by hearing the ſame: the ſer- 


B 4 vice 
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vice in this Church of England ( theſe many peeres ) hath been 
read in Latine to the people, which they underſtood not: ſo that 
they have heard with their eares onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and 
minde have not been edified thereby. And furthermoze , notwith⸗ 
ſtanding that the ancient fathers have divided the Plalmes into 
ſeven poztions , whereof every one was called a Nocturne: now 
of late time a few ot chem have beene dayly layd, and okt repeated, 
and the reſt utterly omitted, Moꝛeouer, the number and hardneſſe 
of the rules called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the ſer⸗ 
vice was the cauſe, that to turne the booke onelp was lo hard and ins 
tricate a matter, that manytimes there was moe buſineſic to finde 
out what ſhould be read, then to reade it when it was found out, 
Theſe incouveniences therefoze conſidered , here is ſet fo2thſuch 
an oꝛder, whereby the ſame (hall be red2cſled. And foꝛ a readineſſe in 
this matter, here is dꝛawen out a Kalender foz that purpole, which 
is plaine and eaſie to be underſtanded, wherein (to much as map be) 
the reading of holy Scriptures is ſo let foꝛth, that all things ſhall be 
done in oꝛder, without bzeaking one piece thereof from another. Foz 
this cauſe bee cut off Anthemes, Reſpondes,Javitatoztes, and ſuch 
like things as did bꝛeake the continuall courle of the reading of the 
Scripture. Yet becauſe there is no temedie, but that of neceſſitie 
there mutt be ſome rules, therefoꝛe certaine rules are here (et fo2th, 
which as they be few in number, ſo they bee plaine and eaſie to bee 
underſtanded. So that here you have an ozder fo2 pꝛaper (as tou⸗ 
thing the reading of holy Scripture ) much agreeable ts the miude 
and purpoſe of the olde Fathers, and a great deale moze p oſitable 
and commodious then that which of late was uſed, It is moze pꝛo⸗ 
fitable, becauſe heer are left outmany things, whereot ſome bee vn⸗ 
true, ſome uncertaine,ſome vaine and ſuperſtitious, and nothing is 
oꝛdeined to bee read, but the very pure woꝛd of God, the holy Serip⸗ 
tures, 02 that which is evidently grounded upon the lame, and that 
in ſuch a language and oder, as is moſt eaſie and plaine fo2 the uns 
derſtanding both of the readers and hearers. Tt is allo moze com⸗ 
modious, both foꝛ the ſhoztneile thereof, and fo2 the plaineneſſe of the 
oder, and foꝛ that the rules be few and eaſie. Farthermoze, by this 
ddder , the Curates ſhallneede none other Bookes foz their publique 
ſervice, but this booke and the Bible. By the meanes whereof, the 
people ſhall not bee at ſo great charges {o2 bookes, as in times paſt 


they habe beene.

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And where heretofoze there hath beene great diverſitie in ſaping 
and ſinging in Churches within this Realme » ſome following Dae 
lilourie aſe , ſome Herefod uſe, ſome the uſeof Bangoꝛ, ſome of 
Dozke , and ſome of Lincolne 3 now from yhencefo2th all the whole 
Realme ſhall have but one uſe. And if any will iudge this wap 
moꝛe painefull, becauſe that all things muſt be read upon the booke, 
whereas befoze by the reaſon of ſo often repetition, they could lap 
many things by heart : If thoſe men will weigh their labour, with 
the profit and knowledge, which daply they ſhall attaine by reading 
upon the booke, they will not refule the paine, in conſideration of the 
great pꝛoſit that ſhall enſue thereof, 

And fo2aſmuch as nothing can almoſt bee ſo plainely ſet fooztbh, 
but doubts may riſe in the ule and p)actiſe of the ſame 2: To appeaſe 
all ſuch diverſitp, (if any ariſe ) and fox the reſolution of all doubts 
coucerning the maner how to underſtaud, doe, & execute the things 
contained in this booke: The parties that ſo doubt, oz diverſly take 
any thing , wall alway reſozt to the Biſhop ofthe Dioceſle, who by 
his diſcretion ſhall take ozder fo; the quieting and appealing of the 
lame, ſo that the ſame owerbee not contrarpto any thing contamed 
in this booke, And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſle be in doubt, then 
he mapſend fo? the reſolutionthereof tothe Archbiſhop.

F ſuch Ceremonies as bee uled in the Church, and have had 
their beginning by the inſtitution of man: ſome at the lirit 
were of godly intent and purpoſe dediſed , and pet at length

ont knowledge , and fo; becan h a zeal as was with 


kno becauſe they were winkes at in the 
begining , they grew daylyto moze and moze abuſes, which 
not onelp fo; their unpꝛolit ableneſſe, but alſo becaule they 
have much blinded the people, and obſcured the gloꝛy of 
Gov, are wozthy to bee cut awap, and clean teiected. Other 


| there bee, which although thep have been deviſed by man, 
pet it is thought good to relerve them ſtill, as well foz a decent ozder in the Church 


(oz the which they were firſt deviſed ) as becauſe they pertain to edification , where- 
unto al things done in the Church(as the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be referred. And 
although the keeping o2 omitting of a Ceremonie in it ſelf conſidered, is but a \mall 
thing: pet the wilfull and contemptuous tranſgreſſion, and bzeaking of a common oꝛder 
and dilcipline, is no (mall offence befoze God. 

Let all things bee done among pou , ſaith Saint Paul, in a ſeemly and due order. 
The appointment of the which ozder pertaineth not to pzivate men: therefoze no man 
ought to take in hand, noꝛ pzeſume to appoint o2 alter any publique oz common ozder 
in Chꝛiſts Church, except hee belawfully called and authozized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the mindes ek men are ls divers , that ſome think it a 
great matter of conſcience, ts depart from apiece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they 
be lo addicted to their old Cuſtomes : and again on the other ſive, ſome be ſo new fang» 
led, that they would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like 
them but that is new: it was thought expedient , not ſo much to Have reſpect how to 
pleaſe and ſatiſſie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe Gov, and pzofit them both. 
And pet left any man ſhould be offended, whom good realon might ſati tte, here be certain 
tuuſes rendꝛeß, whp ſome ok the accuſtomed Ceremonies bee put away, and ſome te- 
tained and kept ſtill. ; , 

Some are put away, becauſe the great ercelſe and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed 
in theſe latter dapes, that the burden of them was intolerable whereof Saint Auguſtine in 

is time complained, that they were growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chi» 
tian people was in wo: ie caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jewes, And hee 
counſclled , that ſuch poke and burthen Hold be taken awap, as time would ſerve 

itietTp to doe it. 
a — what would 8. Auguſtine habe ſaid, if he had (een the Ceremonies of late dapes 
uled among us: whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was rot to bee compared? 
This our erceſſive multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark. 
that they dig moze confound and darken, then declare and let fo:th Chziſts benelits 
unto us. 

And beides this, Chꝛiſts Goſpel is not a Ceremoniall Law (as much of Moſes Law 
was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure oz fhavow, but on 
* krerdome of the Spitit, being content onelp with thoſe Ceremonies z which 0 
2 ts a decent oꝛder, and godly diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtirre up the dull minde 


man to the remembꝛance of his duty ts God, by ſome not able and ſpeciall ſiguilication, 
whereby he 


might be edifted, 


r oꝛe, the molt bot ighty canſeof the aboliſh ment of certain Ceremonies, was, 
tyat they were do karre a3aſed 9 by the ſuperſtitions blindcrnefſe of the on and

unlearned, andy partly by the un lat table avarice of tuch as ſought maze their one lucre, 
then the glozy of God, that the abules could not well be taken away, the thing remain? 
ing fill. But nato as concerning thole perſons , which peravventure will bee offended, 
foz that ſomeof the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill: if they confiver that wit hout 
ſome Ceremonies it is not 1 to keepe any oꝛder, 02 quiet diſcipline in the Church, 
they ſhall raſilypei ceive juſt cauſe to tetoꝛme their judgements. And if they think much 
that any of the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſen anew: then ſuch men, 
granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, 
there they cannot reaſonably rep2ove the old, onelp foꝛ their age, without bewzaping of 
their own folly. Foz in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather to have reverence unto them fox 
their antiquit ie, it they will declate themſelves to be moze ſtudious of unitie and concoꝛd, 
then of innovations and newfangleneſle, which (as much as map bee, with the true let 
ring foozth of Chꝛiſts Religion)is alwapes to be eſchewed. Furthermoze, \iich ſhall hade 
no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to bee cffenved. Foz as thoſe be taken away 
which were molt abuſed, and did burden menscouſciences,without any cauſe : ſo the other 
that remain, areretained foz a diſcipline and oder, which (upon ſuſt cauſes) may bee 
altered and changed, and thercfoze are not ts bee eleemed equall with Gods Law. Any 
mozeober , thep bee neither darke noz dunibe Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet foozth , that 
every man map undetſtand what they da mean, and to what ule they do ſerve. So that 
it is not like, that they in time to come, ſhould bee abuſed as other have been, And 
in theſe our Boings wee condemne no other Nations, noz pzeſcribe any thing but to our 
own people onelp. Foz wee think it convenient, that every Tountrep ſhould uſe ſuch 
Ceremonies , as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting fozth of Sons honour and glozy, 
and to the revacing of the people to a moſt perfect and gonly living , without errour 


dz ſuperſtitien: And that they ſhouly put away other things, which from time to time 


they perceive to be molt abuſed , as in mens ozdinances it often chanceth viverflp , in 
divers Comntreys.

And other ſmote. him on the 
kate with the palme of their hands, ſaying, Tell us, thou 
Chziſt, who is he that (mote thee? Peter late without 
in the Court, and a Damolell came to him, ſaying, Thou 
alſo waſt with Telus of Galilee. But hee denied betoze 
them all, ſaying, I wote not what thou ſayeſt. hen he 
was gone out into the poꝛch, another wench ſaw him, 
and ſaid unto them that were there, This fellow allo 
was with Jeſus of Nazareth. And again hee denied 
with an oath, ſaying, I do not know the man, Akter a 
while came unto him they that ſtood by, and ſaid unto 
Peter, Surely thou art even one of them, foz thy tpeech 
bewzayeth thee, Then began hee tocurſe and to ſwear. 
that hee knew not the man. And immediately the cock 
crew. And Peter remembzed the woꝛd of Jeſus. which 
{aid unto him, Betoze the cock crow , thou ſhalt deny me

When he was ſet down 
to give judgement, his wite * unto him, laping, Have

thou nothing todo with that juſt man, koꝛ J have ſuffer- 
ed this day many things in my lieep becauie of him. But 
the chiet Pꝛieſts and Elders perlwaded the people that 
they ſhoutd ask Barabbag, and deftroy Jeſus. The De⸗ 
puty antwered, and ſald unto them, Phether of the 
twain will pe that J let looſe untopou? They ſaid, Ba⸗ 
rabbas. P:late {aid unto them, What ſhall J do then 
with $ews, which is called Chiifſt? They all (aid unto 
him, Let him be crucified. The Deputy laid, what 
evil hath he done? But they cryed the moꝛe, ſaying, Let 
him be crucified. when Pilate ſaw that he could pꝛe⸗ 
valle nothing, but that moze bulineſſle was made, he took 
water and waſhed his hands befoze the people, ſaying, I 
am innocent ofthe bloudot this juſt perſon, ice ye. Then 
antwered all the people and aid, His bloud be on us, 
and on our childzen. Then let he Barabbas looſe unto 
them, andſconrged Jeſus, and delivered him to be cruci- 
tied. Then the touldiers of the Deputy took Jeſus in⸗

And Peter 
temembzed the woꝛd that Jeſus had laid unto him, Be- 
Ne the cock crow twite, thou ſhait deny me thꝛee times: 
and he began to weepe.

And it was about the third houre, 
and they crucified him, and the title of this cauſe was 
Witten, The King of the Jews. * they crucitied wy

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him two theeves, the one on his right hand, and the 
other on his left:and theScripture was fulfilled, which 
ſaith, He was counted among the wicked. And they 
that went by, railed on him, wagging their heads, and 
ſaying: Ah, wzetch, thou that deſtroyeſt the Temple 
and buildeſt it again in thꝛee dayes, ſave thy ſelf, and 
come dovon fromthe Croſſe. Likewiſe alſo mocked him 
the high Pꝛieſts among themſelves, with the Scribes, 
and laid, He ſaved other men, himſelf he cannot ſave- 
Let Chuſt the Ring of Acrael deſcend now from the 
Croſle,that we may lee,and belee ve: And they that wert 
crucified with him, checked him alſo. And when the ſixth 
houre was come, darkneſle aroſe over all the earth, un⸗ 
till the ninth hour. And at the ninth houre, Jeſus cry 
ed with a loud voyce., laying, Eloi, Eloi, lamaſabachthani, 
Which is (if one interpꝛet it) My God, my God, why haſt 
thou foꝛlaken me? and ſome of them that ſtood by, when 
they heard that, ſaid, Behold, hee calleth foz Elias 
And one ran, and filled a ſpunge full of vineger , and put 
it on a reed, and gave him to dunk, ſaying, Let him 
alone, let us ſee whether Elias will come and take him 
down.

And they cryed 
with loud voyces, requiring that he might be crucitied 
And the voyces ol them, a ot the high Pꝛieſts pzevailed- 
And Pilate gave ſentence that it ſhould be as they tt 
quired: and he let loole unto them him that foz infurre 
ttion and murder was caſt in puton, whom they had de⸗ 
ſired. And hee delivered unto them Jelus, to do with 
him what they would. And as they led him away, the? 
caught one Simon of Cyꝛene comming out of the tieid 
and on him laid they the C rolle, that he might bear it af 
ter Jeſus. Ind there kollowed him a great company of 
people, and of women which bewatled and lamented 
him. But Jelus turned back untothem, and ſaid, Pf 
Daughters of Jerulalem, weep not fo2 me, but werß 
foz your ſelves, and foz pour childzen: Fox behold, th 
Dayes will tome, in the which they ſhall lay, Happy art 
thebarren,and the wombs that never bare, and the pays 
Which ne vet gave ſuck. Then ſhall they begin to fay 10 
the mountains, Fall on us: and to the hills, Cover us.

Thou 
being a Lambc as Wyrte as ſnow, the vanquiſber of 
Satans trꝛannp, give unto us thy little ſheepe, the 
tren th and vertue of thy Spirit, that being in our 
owne \:lves weake and fceble, and in thee ſtrong and 
valtant, we map withſtand and overcome all afſauits 
of toe de vill. ſo that our ghoſt p ene ny map not glozyp 
on us, but being conquered thzough thee, we may — 
thanks 
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thanks unto thy mercy which never lea veſt them deſti⸗ 
tute that put their truſt in thee. oho liveſt and reigneſt 
God koꝛ ever without end. Amen.
